“An American's” Dilemma. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The dilemma of “An American,” who 
invites an expression of opinion regard- 
ing the Irish question from other readers, 
is, strange to say, shared by many other- 
wise well-informed Americans. This sit- 
uation is peculiar because, no doubt, “An 
American” would concede the right of 
self-determination to Poland, Armenia 
and other peoples and would, probably, 
not consider the re-establishment of a 
government of their own choice as ‘‘sé- 
cession” from Russia, Austria or Turkey. 
Neither would he entertain as adequate 
the objections which these Governments 
would raise on the score of national se- 
curity or geographical contiguity. Scant 
consideration was given’ this argument 
when submitted by the Germans in ex- 
tenuation of their invasion and occupa- 
tion of Belgium, as it was universally 
realized that the Belgians had some 
rights in the premises. 

If such are his convictions, and all 
real Americans are so convinced, he 
must. realize the absurdity of the argu- 
ment which would deprive the Irish peo- 
ple of the right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness on those grounds. 
Ireland is an older nation than any of 
the above mentioned. Its contribution 
to civilization and Christianity in the 
dark days of European chaos subsequent 
to the fall of the Roman empire is his- 
tory. Moreover, until the Norman Con- 
quest in 1172, Ireland enjoyed continu-

OVING into Reno, Nev., for a three-month® 


“residence” will soon offer to no Hastert 
husband or wife a hope of release from matri- 


monial bonds, forever and ever. A bill has bees 
passed by both branches of the Legislature, and 
is certain to be signed by the Governor, accord 
ing to reports, which, while it continues the short- 
term privilege for bona fide residents, denies it te 
persons from other states. Of course the effect 
will be to compel would-be grass widowers and 
widows to stay six months instead of three, and 
spend more money in the State. That is the cyn- 
ical view of the reform. But there is, neverthe 


less, a distinct move forward in the new legisla 
tion. Perhaps in cases of especial bitterness @ 
half-year in Reno would not constitute a pro- 
hibitive tariff on the Nevada divorcee. But in @ 
vast majority of cases it would surely have the 
element of deterrency.
